Easily Recognized Because" of Green 


ish-Brown Color—Method of 


Fighting Tnem. 


The army worm, which caused sc 


much, damage in central Indiana las 
summer and were a source of con 
stant 
worry to scores of 
Rnsl 


county farmers, have again mad< 
their appearance and threaten to be 
pome as much of a pest as thej 
were last year. 


Their/ first appearance 
was at 


Princeton, in Southern Indiana, bu 
today comes' word that they have 
shown up in Decatur county, which 
adjoins Rush county. Bush county 
farmers, who were questioned today, 
said they were hopeful that the out- 
break n-oflld not !be as serious as 
last year. The most common meth- 
od employed by fanners in the fight 
against the pests is to plow deep 
furrows around the threatened fields. 


The army worms were found on 


wild grass near a field of corn, on 
the farm of Frank Wertz, in Deca- 
tnr county. Some of them had trav- 
eled into the corn field and were, be- 
ginning to eat the corn. 


These worms are easily recogniz- 


ed because of their greenish-brown 
color and a characteristic red stripe 
along their backs. At this season \of 
the year the eggs are hatching and 
the larvae may cause a'great deal 
of damage. 


However, the 
worms had 
no 


spread a great deal on Mr. Wertz's 
J;arm, and :he .can probably, 
then- spread by plowing a deep fur 
row around the area. 
Since 
the 


army worm is very destructive, it is 
advisable for farmers having low 
bottom lands to watch closely for 
outbreaks.
